‘‘(ii) contribution cards in form T (Revised) or Form 
U (Revised) annexed hereto, as the case may be, 
in respect of any period of currency commenc- 
ing on or after the 1st April, 1968, where the 
member is not eligible to join the Coal Mines 
Family Pension Scheme under paragraph 3 of 
the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme, 1971 
(hereinafter referred to as the Pension Scheme); 

(iii) contribution cards in Form X or Form Y annex- 
ed hereto, as the case may be, in respect of any 
period of currency commencing on or after t he 
1st April, 1972, where the member is eligible to 
join the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme 
under paragraph 3 of the Pension Scheme.” 

(ii) in sub-paragraph (2) —

(i) in sub-paragraph (1), after clause (v) the following 
clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(vi) in Form X or in Form Y in respect of each 
currency period commencing on or after the 1st 
April, 1972, in the case of members who have 
joined the Pension Scheme, within six weeks from 
the date of expiration of the currency period to- 
gether with a statement in triplicate ip Form V 
(Revised) annexed fieretp.” 


(iii) after sub-paragraph (3) tho following sub-paragraph 
shall be inserted, namely; — - 

“(4) Before submission of any contribution card in 
Form T (Revised), Form U (Revised), Form X 
or Form Y under sub-paragraph (1) for any cur- 
rency period ending on or after the 31st March. 
1973, every employer shall fill in the counterfoil, 
of the contribution card and make over the same 
to the concerned member who shall retain tho 
same for his own reference,” 

6. In paragraph 45 of the Scheme, in the second proviso- 

tit after the letters, brackets and words “T (Revised) 
or U (Revised)”, the words and letters “or X or 
Y” shall be inserted; 

(ii) after the words and figures “for currency periods 
commencing on or after the 1st April, 1963” ijie 
words, letters and figures “and in Form X or in 
Form Y, as the ease may be, for currency periods 
commencing on or after the 1st April, 197?, in (he 
case of members who have joined the Pension 
Scheme” shall be inserted. 

7. In paragraph 48 of the Scheme— 

(i) in the heading for the words “of cards" the words 

"of cards and Pass Books" shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words “to inspect his cards" the words 

"to inspect, his card and Pass Book" shall be sub- 
stituted. 

8. In paragraph 52 of the Scheme, in sub-paragraph (2) 
after the words “the total amount of contributions” the 
words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund" shall be in- 
serted. 

9. In paragraph 55 of the Scheme in sub-paragraph (21 
after clause (iv) the following clause shall be inserted 
namely: — 

“(v) for paying lute fees and such other charges as 
may be levied by the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India in cases where remittance of premia in 
respect of any policy financed from the Fund 
under paragraph 650 is delayed for no fault of 
the concerned member or where any such policy 
having been paid up or having lapsed for no fault 
of the concerned member is to be revived,” 

10. In paragraph 60 of the Scheme,— 

(i) in sub-paragraph ( 1) — 

(a) in clause (i), after the words "his contributions" the 

words "to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall 
be inserted; 

(b) in clause (ii), after the words “the contributions 
made by his employer", the words “to the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund” shall be inserted; 

(ii) in sub-paragraph (2) for the word “anna’ the word 
“paisa" shall be substituted; 

(iii) in sub-paragraph (4) after the words "the ^ total’ 
amount of members’ and employers’ contributions”, the 
words "to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall be insert- 
ed. 

1 1. For paragraph 67 of the Scheme, the following para- 
graph shall be substituted, namely:— 

“67. Annual statements of members'- account and the 
provisions for Provident Fund Pass Books - 

(1) as soon as possible after the close of each period 
pf currency of the contribution card, the Commis- 
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sioner or such officer subordinate to him as may 
be authorised by him in this behalf shall send to 
each member through the employer of the coal 
mine in which ho was last employed a statement 
ot his account in the Fund: 

Provided that the Commissioner or such officer sub- 
ordinate to him as may be auhorised by him in 
this behalf shall in lieu of the statement of account 
referred to above, issue for every member a Pass 
Book in such form as the Commissioner may 
prescribe from time to time: 

Provided further that Pass Books shall be issued for 
the members employed m different coal mines at 
such different times as the Commissioner may 
prescribe in this behalf and the cost of such Pass 
Books including the cost of members’ photographs 
to be affixed in such Pass Books shall be met from 
the amounts forfeited under sub-paragraph (2A) 
of paragraph 63. 

ftai The statement of account and the Pass Book shall 
snow the personal particulars of the member, the opening 
balance at the beginning of the period, the total amount 
credited and debited during the period, he total amount 
of interesL credited at the end of the period and the closing 
balance at the end of the period. 

(3) The employer shall distribute the statements of ac- 
count received by him from the Commissioner or such 
officer subordinate to him as may be authorised by him in 
this behalf, among the members concerned within a period 
of 15 days from the receipt and obtain their acknowledge- 
ments in such lorm as may be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner and return the acknowledgments to the officer who 
sent the statements of accouht. 

(4) Members should satisfy themselves as to the correct- 
ness of the statements of account and any error should be 
brought to the notice of the officer who sent the statements 
within six months of the receipt of the statement. 

(5) On receipt of a Pass Book for any member for the 
first time, the employer shall, within five months of me ie- 
ccipt, arrange to obtain the member's specimen signutuie ui 
left thumb impression in the case of illiterate members in 
the Pass Book and to affix thereto a passport size ptioio 
graph of the member. Each member shall be photograpri- 
ed alongwith a legible number plate showing his account 
number and the photograph, affixed ia the Pass Book shall 
be attested under the signature of the employer or of his 
authorised representative spreading from the photograph to 
the paper of the Pass Book on which it is affixed. 

(6) Everything a Pass Book is received by employer 
he shall show it to the concerned member and obtain thcre- 
ii the member’s acceptance of or observation on the ac- 
count rendered therein. 

(7) The cost of photographs shall be re-imbursed from 
the Fund to the employer out of Reserve Account — For- 
feiture subject to such ceilings as may be laid down by the 
Board from time to time and for such re-imbursement the 
employers shall be required to submit to the officer who 
sent the Pass Book, bills in such form, and supported by 
such documents as the Commissioner may prescribed from 
time to time. 

(8) Every employer shall re-submit by registered post 
or through a messenger to the Regional Commissioner under 
whose jurisdiction his coal mine is situated, the Pass Books 
after getting members’ signature or left thumb impression 
and photographs affixed thereto — 

(i) within six months from the receipt of such Pass 
Books together with a list showing the names and 
account numbers of the members whose Pass 
Books arc re-submitted, where contribution cards 
for the currency period subsequent to the one for 
which postings have been made in the Pass Books 
have already been submitted by him and also 
where the members having ceased to be employed 
have no further contributions from the colliery, 


to which the Pass Books were sent, to be posted 
in their Pass Books. 

(iij along with the conlribution cards for the currency 
period immediately following the last currency 
period for which postings have been made in the 
Pass Books, where such contribution cards have not 
been submitted prior to the receipt of Pass Books; 

(iii) along with the claim for refund of Provident 
Fund in respect of outgoing or deceased members, 
where their Pass Books are in the custody of the 
employer at the time of forwarding the claim. 

(9) Pending re-submission of Pass Books under sub- 
paragraph (8), the Pass Books shall remain in the custody 
of the employer and not made over to the members except 
for inspection under sub-puragraph (6 ) or paragraph 48. 

(10) Where a member in no longer in employment of 
the employer at the time he receives the member’s Pass 
Books, the same shall be re-suhmilled in accordance with 
sub-paragraph (8) without bis photograph and specimen 
signature or left thumb impression or his acceptance of or 
observation on the account, us the case may be. 

(11) While submitting Pass Books alongwith contribu- 
tion cards under clause (ii) of sub-paragraph (8) every 
employer shall endorse in the remarks column of (he return 
in Form V or Form V (Revised ) as the Case may be, an 
Abbreviation— 

(i) “PR” against the names of those members whose 
Pass Books are re-submitted; 

Iii) “New" against the names of those who qualified as 
new members during the currency pjeriod to which 
the return in Form V or Form V (Revised) 
relates; 

(iii) “T” against those members who have joined on 
transfer from other coal mines and in their case 
the name and registered number of the coal mine 
where from they have been transferred shall also 
bo indicated. 

( 12 >, Each member shall be got photographed by the 
employer for a second time after expiry of a period of ten 
years from the date of his first photographing and the second 
photograph shall be affixed and attested in the manner laid 
down in sub-paragraph (5) within six months from receipt 
of the Pass Book immediately after expiry of the aforesaid 
period of ten years. The cost of photographing for the 
second time shall be re-imbursed by the Fund in the manner 
laid down in sub-paragraph (7)’’, 

12. Paragraph 69 of the Scheme shall be re-numbered 
us sub-paragraph (1) thereof and after sub-paragraph (1) 
as so re-numbered,, the following sub-paragraphs shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

"(2) Where a Pass Book is lost while in the custody of 
an employer a dunlicalc Pass Book shall be issued 
by the Regional Commissioner concerned on pay- 
ment of such fees by the employer as may be laid 
down by the Board from time to time. 

(3) Where a Pass Book is lost while in transit or in the 
office of the Fund, a duplicate Pass Book shall be 
issued free of cost. 

(4) Worn-out or mutilated Pass Books shall be replaced 
free of cost. 

(5) The cost of photographs to be affixed in such 
duplicate Pass Books shall be re-imbursed in the 
same manner as provided in sub-paragraph (7) of 
Paragraph 67.

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G.S.R 1088, -In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 read With see (ion 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Tund Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 of 
194f{), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
Scheme further to amend the Andhra Pradsh Coal Mines 
Provident Fund Scheme published with the notification of 
the Government of India in the Late Ministry of Labour 
No. SRO 657 dated the 12th March, 1956, namely:- — ■ 


1. This Scheme may be called the Andhra Pradesh Coal 
Mines Provident Fund (Second Amendment! Scheme, 1972. 

2. In paragraph 16A of the Andhra Pradesh Coaf Mines 
Provident Fund Scheme (hereinafter referred to as the 
Scheme), — 


(d) m sub-paragraph (3) for the word and letter 
"or V”, the coma, letters, words and brackets “ V 
or V (Revised)” shall be substitutes 

(Hi) after sub-paragraph (3) the following sub-para- 
graph shall be inserted, namely: — 

'•(4) Before submission of any contribution card 
in Form T (Revised), Form U (Revised), Form 
X or Form Y under sub-paragraph (I) for any 
cuurency period ending on or after the 31st 
March, 1973, every employer shall Ml in the 
counterfoil of the contribution card and make 
over the same to the concerned member who 
shall retain the same for his own reference." 


(i) in sub-paragraph (1), for clause (ii), the follow- 
ing clauses shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(ii) contribution cards m form T (Revised) or Form 
U (Revised) annexed hereto, ax the case may be, 
in respect of any period of currency commencing 
on or after the 1st April, 1968. where the mem- 
ber is not eligible to join the Coal Mines Family 
Pension Scheme under paragraph 3 of the Coal 
Mines Family Pension Scheme, 1971 (hereinafter 
referred to as the Pension Scheme); 

(iii) Contribution cards in Form X or Form Y annexed 

hereto, as the case may be, in respect of any 
period of currency commencing on or after the 

1st April, 1972, where ihe member is eligible to 
join to the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme 
under paragraph 3 of the Pension Scheme."; 

(iv) in sub-paragraph (2) 

(a,) after the words, letters and brackets "Form T 
(Revised) or Form U (Revised)’’, the words and 
letters “or From X or Form Y“ shall be inserted; 

(b) The following proviso shall be inserted at the end, 
namely; — 

“Provided that for the purpose of posting mem- 
ber's own contribution and employer’s conlri- 
bution in the contribution cards in Form X 
and Form Y, each such contribution shall be 
split up into contribution towards the Pension 
Scheme at the rate of 1-1/6 per cent of total 
emoluments and the balance as contribution 
towards the Coal Mines Provident Fund, und 
each such contribution shall be posted in the 
contribution cards in From X and Form Y 
separately in the space provided tor tne 

purpose.” 


3 In sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 17 of the Scheme 
for the words “in duplicate”, the words "m triplicate shall 
be substituted. 

4 In paragraph 20 of the Scheme, after the word and 
figures "paragraph 15” the words, figures and letter oi 
paragraph 16A, as the ease may be’ shall be inserted. 

5, In paragraph 21 of the Scheme 

(i) In sub-paragraph (1), after clause (iv) the follow- 
ing clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

"(vt in Form X or in Form Y in respect of each 
currency period commencing on or after the 
1st April 1972 in the case of members who 
have joined the Pension Scheme, within six 
weeks' from the date of expiration of the 
currency period together with n statement m 
triplicate in Form V (Revised) annexed 
hereto.”; 


6. In paragraph 23 of the Scheme, in sub-paragraph (2) 

(i) after the letters, brackets and words “T (Revised) 
or U (Revised)” the words and letters “or X or 
Y” shall be inserted; 

(ii) after the words and figures "for currency period] 
commencing on or after the 1st April, 1968” tin 
words, letters and figures 

“and in Form X or in Form Y, as the case may 
be, for currency periods commencing on or 
after the 1st April, 1972 in the case of mem- 
bers who have joined the Pension Scheme” 
shall be inserted. 

7. In paragraph 26 of the Scheme — 

(i) in the heading for the words “of Cards”, the 
words “of Cards and Pass Books” shall be 
substituted; 

(ii) for the words “to inspect his Cards”, the words 
“to inspect his card and Pass Book” shall be 
substituted. 

8. In paragraph 30 of the Scheme, in sub-paragraph (3), 
after the words, “the total amount of contributions” the 
words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall be 
inserted. 

9. In paragraph 33 of the Scheme, in sub-paragraph (2), 
after clau ,e (iv) the following clause shall be inserted 
namely: — - 

“(v) for paying late fees and such other charges 
as may be levied by the Life Insurance Cor- 
poration of India in cases where remittance 
of premia in respect of any policy financed 
from the Fund under paragraph 43C is 
delayed for no fault of the concerned member 
or where any such policy having been paid up- 
or having lapsed for no fault of the con- 
cerned member is to be revived.” 

10. In paragraph 38 of the Scheme, — 

(i) in sub-paragraph (I) (a) in clause (i), after the 
words “his eonrihutions” the words “to the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund” shall be inserted; 

(b) in clause (ii) after the words “the contribu- 
tions made bv his employer”, the words “to 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall be 
inserted; 

(ii) for sub-paragraph (2), the following sub-paragraph 

shall be substituted, namely:- — 

"(2) All items of account shall be calculated to 
the nearest paisa,” 

(iii) in sub-paragraph (3) after the words "the total 
amount of members' and employers' contributions” 
the words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” 

shall be inserted. 
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IE For paragraph 45 of the Scheme, the following para- 
graph shall be substituted, namely: 

4J. Annual statement, or members’ aecuunt auu the 
provisions tor Froviaent i und Pass nooks.— (ij 
as soon as possible alter tne ciose of cam penoa 
of currency of the contribution card, jie Comnus- 
sioner or such officer subordinate to nnn as may 
be authorised by him in this behalf snah send to 
each member through the employer ot the coal 
mine in which he was last employed,' a statement 
of his in the Fund; 

Provided that the Commissioner or suen officer sub- 
ordinate to him as may be authorised by him in 
this behalf shall in lieu of the statement of account 
referred to above, issue for every member a Pass 
Book in such form as the Commissioner may 
prescribe from time to time; 

Provided further that Pass Books shall be issued lor the 
members employed in different coal mines at such 
different times as the Commissioner may prescribe 
in this behalf and the cost of such Pass Books in- 
cluding the cost of members’ photographs to be 
affixed in such Pass Books shall be met from the 
amounts forfeited under sub-paragraph (2A j of 
paragraph 41. 


(2) The statement of account and the Pass Book shall 
show the personal particulars of the member, the opening 
balance at the beginning of the period, the total amount 
credited and debited during the period, the total amount of 
interest credited at the end of the period and the closing 
balance at the end of the period. 


(3) The employer shall distribute die statements of 
account received by him from the Commissioner or such 
officer subordinate to him as may be authorised by him ffi 
this behalf among the members concerned within a period 
of 15 days from the receipt and obtain their acknowledge- 
ments in such form as may be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner and return the acknowledgements to the officer who 
Sent the statements of account. 


(4) Members should satisfy themselves as to the coirect- 
ness of the statements of account and any error should be 
brought to the notice of the officer who sent the statements 
within six months of receipt of the statement. 


(J) On receipt of a Pass Book for any member for the 
first tunc, the employer shall, within five months of the re- 
ce.pt, arrange to obtain the member's specimen signature or 
left thumb impression in the case of illiterate members in 
the Pass Book and to affix thereto a pass-port size photo- 
graph of the member. Each member shall be photographed 
alongwith a legible number plate showing his account num- 
ber and the photograph affixed in the Pass Book shall be 
attested under the signature of the employer or of his 
authorised representative spreading front the photograph to 
the paper of the Pass Book on which it is affixed. 


(6) Everytimo a Pass Book is received by mi employer he 
Shall show if to the concerned member and obtain therein 
the member's acceptance of or observation on the account 
rendered therein. 


(7) The cost of photograph.? shall be re-imbursed from 
the Fund to the employer out of Reserve Account-Forfeiture 
subject to such ceilings as may be laid down by the Board 
from time to time and for such re-imbursement the employers 
shall be required to submit to the officer who sent the Pass 
Books, bills in such farm and supported hy such documents 
as the Commissioner may prescribe from time lo time. 


(8,) Every employer shall re-submit bv registered post or 
through, a. messenger to the Regional Commissioner under 
whose jurisdiction his coal mine Is situated, the Pass Books 
after getting members’ signature or left thumb impression 
and photographs affixed thereto— 


(i) within six months from the receipt of such Pass 
Books together with a list showing the names and 
account numbers of the members whose Pass Books 
are re-submitted, where contribution cards for the 
currency period subsequent to the one for which 
postings have been made in the Pass Books have 
already been submitted by him and also where the 
members having ceased to be employed have no 
further contribution from the colliery, to which the 
Pass Books were sent, to be posted in their Pass 
Books. 

(ii) along with the contribution cards for the currency 
period immediately following the last Currency 
period for which postings have been made in the 
Pass Books, where such contribution cards have 
not been submitted prior to the receipt of Pass 
Books; 

(iii) along with the claim for refund of Provident 
Fund in respect of outgoing or deceased members 
where their Pass Books are in the custody of the 
employer at the time of forwarding the claim. 

(9) Pending re-submission of Pass Books under sub- 
paragraph (8), the Pass Books shall remain in the custody 
of the employer and not made over to the member except 
for inspection under sub-paragraph (6 ) or paragraph 26. 

(10) Where a member is no longer in employment of 
the employer at the time he receives the member’s Pass 
Book, the same shall b e re-submitted in accordance with 
subparagraph (8) without his photograph and specimen 
signature or left thumb impression or his acceptance of or 
observation on the account, as the case may be. 

(11) While submitting Pass Books alongwith contribution 
cards under clause (ii) of sub-paragraph (8) every employer 
shall endorse in the remarks column of the return in Form 
V or Form V (Revised), as tho case may be, (an 
abbreviation — 

(i) "PB” against the names of those members whose 
Pass Books arc rc-submitted; 

(ii) “New" against the names of those who qualified as 
new members during the currency period to which 
the return in Form V or Form V (Revised) relates; 

(iii) *T’ against thos c members who have joined on 
transfer from other coal mines and in their case the 
name and registered number of the coal mine 
wherefrom they have been transferred shall also 
be indicated. 

(12) Each member shall be got photographed by the em- 
ployer for a second time after expiry of a period of ten years 
from the date of his first photographing and the second 
protograph shall be affixed and attested in the manner laid 
down in sub-paragraph (5) within six months from the re- 
ceipt of Ihe Pass Rook immediately after expiry of the 
aforesaid period of ten years. The cost of photographing 
for the second time shall be re-im hursed by the Fund irt the 
manner laid down in sub paragraph (7)’’. 

12. Paragraph 47 of the Scheme shall be re-numbered as 
sub-paragraph (i) thereof and after sub-paragraph (i) as so 
re-numbered, the following sub-paragraph shall be inserted, 
namely ; — 

"( 2 ) Where a Pass Book is lost while in the custoffy of 
an employer o duplicate Pass Book shall be issued 
by the Regional Commissioner concerned on pay- 
ment of such fees by the employer as may be laid 
down by the Board from time to time. 

(3) Where a Pass Book Is lost while in transit or in the 
office of the Fund, a duplicate Pass Book shall be 
issued free of cost. 

(4) Worn-out or mutilated Pass Books shall be re- 
placed free of cost. 
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(5) The cost of photographs to be affixed in such 
duplicate Pass Books shall be re-imbursed in the 
s&me manner as provided in sub-paragraph (7) of 
paragraph 45, '

1. This Scheme may be called the Rajasthan Coal Mines

2. In paragraph 15A of the Rajasthan Coal Mines 
ProvidenL Bund Scheme (hcremattcr reierred to as tne 
Scheme ) , — 

(i) in sub-paragraph (1), for clause (li), the following 
clauses shall he substituted, namely: — 

“(ii) contribution cauls in Form ‘U’ (Revised) annexed 
hereto, in respecL of any period ot currency 
commencing on or alter the 1st April, 1968 whete 
tho member is not eligible to join the Coal Mines 
Family Pension Scheme under paragraph 3 of the 
Coal Mines f aintly Pension Scheme, 1971 (here- 
matter referred to us file Pension Scheme);

— Jn exercise of powers conferred by sec- 
tion 3 read with section 7 of the Coal Mines Provident 
Fund, Family Pension and Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 (46 
of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the follow- 
ing Scheme further to amend the Ncyvell Coal Mines Pro- 
vident Fund Scheme published with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Late Ministry of Labour, Emp- 
loyment and Rehabilitation No, GSR, 177L dated the 14th 
November, 1966, namely: — 

L This Scheme may be called the Ncyveli Coal Mines 
Provident Fund (Second Amendment) Scheme, 1972 (here- 
inafter referred to as the Scheme) — 


Form Y under sub-paragraph (1) for any currency 
period ending on or after the 31st March, 1973, 
every employer shall fill in the counterfoil of the 
contribution card and moke over the same to the 
concerned member who shall retain the same for 
his own reference.” 

6. In sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 29 of the Scheme 
after the letter, brackets and words “T (Revised) or U 
(Revised)” the words and letters “or X or Y” shall Ire inser- 
ted. 

7. In paragraph 32 of the Scheme — 


2. In paragraph 20 of the Neyveli Coal Mines Pro- 
vident Fund Scheme (hereinafter referred to as the 
Scheme) — 

(i) in sub-paragraph (1), for clause (ii); the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely: — - 

"(ii) contribution cards in Form T (Revised) or Form 
V (Revised) annexed hereto, as the case may be. 
in respect of any period of currency commencing 
on or after the 1st April, 1968, where the member 
is not eligible to join the Coal Mines Family Pen- 
sion Scheme under paragraph 3 of the Coal Mines 
Family Pension Scheme, 1971 (hereinafter referred 
to as the Pension Scheme); 

(iii) contribution cards in Form X or Form Y annexed 
hereto, as the case may be, In respect of any pe- 
riod of currency commencing on or after the 1st 
April, 1972. where the member is eligible to join 
to the Coal Mines Family Pension Scheme under 
paragraph 3 of the Pension Scheme.”

"Provided that for the purpose of posting member’s 
own contribution and employer’s contribution in 
the contribution cards in Form X and Form Y, 
each such contribution shall bo split up into contri- 
bution towards the Pension Scheme at the rate 
of 1-1/6 per cent of the total emoluments and 
the balance as contribution towards the Coal Mines 
Provident Fund, and each such contribution shall 
be posted in the contribution cards in Form X 
and Form Y separately in the space provided for 
the purpose.”

5. Paragraph 26 of the Scheme shall be renumbered as 
sub-paragraph (1) thereof and (a) in sub-paragraph (1) as 
so renumbered after clause (ii) the following clause shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

"(hi) in Form X or in Form Y in respect of each cur- 
rency period commencing on or after the 1st April, 
1972 in the case of members who have ioiued the 
Pension Scheme, within six weeks from the date of 
expiration of the currency period together with a 
statement in triplicate in Form V (Revised) annex- 
ed hereto.”; 

(b) after sub-paragraph (1) as so renumbered the follow- 
ing sub-paragraph shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(2) Before submission of any contribution card in 
Form T (Revised) Form U (Revised) Form X or 


(i) in the heading for the words “of Cards”, the words 
“of Cards and Pass Books” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words “inspect his card”, the words inspect 
his card and Pass Book” shall be substituted. 

8. In paragraph 36 of the Scheme after the words “other 
Provident Fund concerned as the case may be, the contri- 
butions,” the words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” 
shall be inserted. 

9. In paragraph 42 of the Scheme, in sub-apargraph (2), 
after clause (iv) the following clause shall be inserted 
namely: — 

“(v) for paying late fees and such other charges as may 
be levied by the life Insurance Corporation of 
India in the cases where remittance of premia in 
respect of any policy financed from the Fund under 
paragraph 55 of the Scheme is delayed for no fault 
of (he concerned member or where any such policy 
having been paid up or having lapsed for no fault of 
the concerned member is to be revived." 

10. In paragraph 47 of the Scheme, — 

(i) in sub-paragraph ( D— 

(a) in clause (1), after the words “his contributions" 

tho words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall 
be inserted; 

(b) in clause (ii), after the words “the contributions 
made by his employer" the words "to the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund” shall be inserted. 


(ii) in sub-paragraph (3) after the words “the amounts of 
members' contribution and employer’s contribution” the 
words “to the Coal Mines Provident Fund” shall be insert- 
ed. 


11. For paragraph 57 of the Scheme, the following para- 
graph shall be substituted, namely: — 

"57. Annual statements of members' account and the 
provisions for Provident Fund Pass Books. — (1) As 
soon as possible after the close of each period of 
currency of the contribution card, the Commission- 
er or such officer subordinate to him as may be 
authorised by him in this behalf shall send to each 
member through the employer of the coal mine in 
which he was last employed a statement of his ac- 
count in the Fund. 1 ” 


Provided that the Commissioner or such officer sub- 
ordinate to him as may be authorised by him in this 
behalf shall in lieu of the statement of account 
referred to above issue for every member a Pass 
Book in such form as the Commissioner may 
prescribe from lime to time. 


Provided further that Pass Books shall be issued for the 
members emplovcd in diffeient coal mines at such 
different times as the Commissioner may prescribe 
in this behalf and the cost of such Pass Books 
including the cost of members photographs to w 
affixed in such Pass Books shall be met from the 
amounts forfeited under sub-paragraph (3) of 
paragraph 50. 
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(2) The annual statement of account and the Pass Book 
shall show the personal particulars of the member. the 
opening balance at the beginning of tho period, the total 
amount credited and debited during the period, the total 
Hmount of interest credited at the end of the period and the 
closing balance at the end of the period. 

(3) The employer shall distribute the statements of ac- 
counts received by him from the Commissioner or such 
officer sub ordinate to him as may be authorised by him 
in this behalf among the members concerned within a pe- 
riod of 15 days from the receipt and obtain their acknow- 
ledgements in such form as may be prescribed by the Com- 
missioner and return the acknowledgements to the officer 
who sent the statements of account. 

(4) Members should satisfy themselves as to the correct- 
ness of the statements of account and any error should be 
brought to the notice of the officer who sent the statements 
within six months of the receipt of the statement. 


(9) Pending re-submission of Pass Books under sub-para- 
graph (8), the Pass Books shall remain in the custody of 
the employer and not made over to the members except for 
inspection under sub-paragraph (6) or paragraph 32. 


(10) Where a member is no longer in employement of 
the employer at the time he receives the member’s Pass 
Book, the same shall be re-submitted in accordance with 
sub-paragraph (8) without his photograph and specimen 
signature or left thumb impression or his acceptance of or 
observation on the account, as the case may be. 


(11) While submitting Pass Books along with contribution 
cards under clause (if) of sub-paragraph (8) every emp- 
loyer shall endorse in the remarks column of the return in 
Form V or Form V (Revised), as the case may be. an 
abbreviation — 


(5) on receipt of a Pass Book for any member for the first 
time, the employer shall, within five months of the receipt, 
arrange to obtain the member's specimen signature or left 
thumb impression in the case of illiterate members in the 
Pass Book and to affix thereto a pass-port size photograph 
of the member. Each member shall be photographed along- 
with a legible number plate showing his account number 
and the photograph affixed in the Pass Book shall be attest- 
ed under the signature of the employer or of his authorised 
representative spreading from the photograph to the paper 
of the Pass Book on which it is affixed. 


(6) Every time a Pass Book is received by an employer 
he shall show it to the concerned member and obtain there- 
in tho members acceptance of or observation on the acoount 
rendered therein. 


(7) The cost of photographs shall be rc-imbursed from 
the Fun'd to the employer out of Reserve Account-Forfei- 
ture subject to such ceilings as may be laid down by the 
Board from time to time and for such reimbursement the em- 
ployers shall be required to submit to the officer who sent 
the Pass Books, bills in such form and supported by such 
documents as the Commissioner may prescribe from time 
to time. 


(8) Every employer shall re-submit by registered post or 
through a messenger to the Regional Commissioner under 
whose jurisdiction his coal mine is situated, the Pass Books 
after getting members’ signature or let thumb impression 
and photographs affixed thereto — 


(i) within six months from the receipt of such Pass 
Books together with a list showing the names %nd 
account numbers of the members whose Pass Books 
are re-submitted, where contribution cards for the 
currency period subsequent to the one for which 
postings have been made in the Pass Books have 
already been submitted by him and also where the 
members having ceased to be employed have no 
further contribution from the colliery, to which the 
Pass Books were sent, to be posted in their Pass 
Books; 

(ii) alongwith the contribution cards for the currency 
period immediately following the last currency 
period for which postings have been made, in the 
Pass Books, where such contribution cards have 
not been submitted prior to the receipt of Pass 
Books; 


(i) “PB” against the name of those members whose 

Pass Books are re-submitted; 

(ii) “New” against the names of thost who qualified as 

new members during the currency period to which 
the return in Form V or Form V (Revised) relates; 

(iil) "T” against those members who have joined on 
transfer from other coal mines and in their case 
the name and registered number of the coal mine 
where from they have been transferred shall also 
be indicated. 


(12) Each member shall be got photographed by the 
employer for a second, time after expiry of a period of ten 
years from the date of his first photographing and the second 
photograph shall be affixed and attested in the manner laid 
down in sub-paragraph (5) within six months from receipt 
of the Pass Book immediately after expiry of the aforesaid 
period of ten years. The cost of photographing for the 
second time shall be re-imbursed by the Fund in the manner 
laid down in sub-paragraph (7).” 


12. Paragraph 59 of the Scheme shall be renumbered as 
sub-paragraph (1) thereof and after sub-paragraph (1) as so 
renumbered, the following sub-paragraphs shall be inserted, 
namely: —

issued free of cost, 

(4) Worn-out or mutilated Pass Books shall be replac- 
ed free of cost. 


(5) The cost of photographs to be affixed in such dup- 
licate Pass Books shall be re-imbursed m the same 
manner as provided in sub-paragraph (/) 0

their Pass Books arc in the custody of the employer 
at the time of forwarding the claim.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 
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Provided for th* Centre! Government may, if eatiefled 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal lair 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri- 
age and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that It is necessary or expedient so to do, it

7. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to tim* in 
this regard.

1. (1) These Rules may be called the l ok Sabha Sec- 
retariat (Conduct) Amendment Rules, 1972, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2- In the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Conduct) Rules, 1955 
(hereafter referred to as the said rules) in Rule 2 fer sub- 
clauses (i) and (ii) of clause (a), the following sub-clauses 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(a) ‘'members of the family’’ in relation to an officer 
employed in the Lok Secretariat includes: — 

(i) the wife or husband, as the case may he. of the 
officer, whether residing with the officer or not but 
docs not include a wife or husband, as the case 


may be, separated from the officer by a decree or 
order of a competent court; 

(ii) son or daughter or step-son or step-daughter of the 
officer and wholly dependent on him, but does not 
include a child or step-child who is no longer in 
any way dependent on the officer or of whose 
custody the officer has been deprived by or under 
any law; 

(iiil any other person related, whether by blood or 
marriage to the officer or to the officer’s wife or 
husband, and wholly dependent on the officer.” 

(b) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted 
namely: — 

(aa) 'officer” means a person appointed to or borne on 
the cadre of, the Secretarial Staff of the T. ok Sabha. 

Explanation . — An officer whose services arc placed at 
the disposal of a Ministry /Department of Government! of 
India, State Government, a company, corporation, orRanisa- 
tion or a local authority by the Lok Sabha Secretariat Shall, 
for the purposo of these Rules, be deemed to be an officer 
of this Secretariat notwithstanding that his salary is drawn 
from sources other than the Consolidated Fund of India. 

(c) in clause (b) the words “as amended from time to 
time" shall be inserted at the end. 

3. For rules 3 and 4 of the said rules, the following rules 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“3. General: (1) Every officer shall at all times — 

(i) maintain absolute integrity;

3-A. Employment of near relatives of Officers In private 
undertakings enjoying Ink Sabha Secretariat patronage — 

(1) No officer shall use his position or influence directly 
or indirectly to secure employment for any member of hie 
family in any private undertaking, 

(2) (i) No Class I Officer shall, except with the previous 
sanction of the Secretary, permit his son, daughter or other 
dependent to accept employment in any private undertaking 
with which he has official dealings or in any other under- 
taking having official dealings with the T.ok Sabha Secretariat: 

Provided that where, the acceptance of the employment 
cannot await prior permission of the Secretary or is otherwise 
considered urgent, the mater shall be reported to the Sec- 
retary; and the employment may be accepted provisionally 
subject to the permission of the Secretary; 

(ii) An officer shall, as soon as he becomes aware of the 
acceptance hy a member of bis family of an employment In 
any private undertaking, intimate such acceptance to the 
Sccrctarv and shall also intimate whether he has or has had 
any official dealings with that undertaking:

lS) No officer shall, in the discharge of his official duties, 
deal with any matter or give or sanction any contract to any 
undertaking or any other person if any member of his family 
is employed in that undertaking or under that person or if 
he or any member of his family is interested in such matter 
or contract in any other manner and the officer shall refer 
every such matter or contract to his official superior and the 
matter or contract shall thereafter be disposed of according 
to the instructions of the authority to which the reference is 
made, 

(4) Gifts: 

(1) Save as otherwise provided in these rules, no officer, 

(a) shall accept directly or indirectly on his own behalf 
or on behalf of any other person, or 

(b) shall permit any member of his family so to accept, 
any gift. 

Explanation .-— The expression ‘gift’ shall include free trans- 
port, boarding, lodging or other service or any other 
pecuniary advantage when provided by any person other 
than a near relative or personal friend having no official 
dealings with the officer, 

Noth (1) A casual meal, lift or other social hospitality 
shall not he deemed to be a gift. 

Note (2) An officer shall avoid accepting lavish hospitality 
or frequent hospitality from any individual having official 
dealings with him or from industrial or commercial firms, 
organisations etc. 

(2) On occasions, such as weddings, anniversaries, funerals 
or religious functions, when the making of a gift is in 
conformity with the prevailing religious or social practice, on 
officer may accept gifts from his near relatives but he shall 
make a report to the Secretary if the value of any such gift 
exceeds — 

(i) Rs. 500/- in the case of an offiecr holding any 
Class I or Class II post; 

Hi) Rs. 250/- in the cas e of an officer holding any 
Class III post; and 

(Hi) Rs. 100/- in the case of an officer holding any 
Class IV post. 

CD On such occasions as are specified in sub-rule (2), 
an offirer mnv accent gifts from his personal friends having 
no official dealing with him, but he shall make a report to 
the Secret arv if the value of anv such eift exceeds — 

(D Rs nOO^- jn the ease of an officer holding anv 
rb« T or Class TT post; 

(iil Rs 100/- in the case of an officer holding any 
Class TTT post; and 

(hi) Rs 50/- in the case of an officer holding any 
Class IV post. 

(41 Tn anv other case an officer shall not accent anv oift 
without the sanction of the Secretary if the value thereof 
exceeds- - 

(i) Rs. 75/- in the case of an officer holding any 
Class T or Class TI post; and 

(ii) Rs. 25/- in the case of an officer holding any 
Class TTT or Class TV post.”

(a) lend or borrow or deposit money, as a principal or 
an agent, to, or from, or with, any person or Ann 
or private limited company within the Incal limits 
of his authority or with whom he is likely to have 
official dealings, or otherwise place himself under 
anv pecuniary oblietflion to such person or firm or 
private limited company, or 

(b) lend money to any person at interest or in a manner 
whereby return in money or in kind is charged or 
paid: 

Provided that an officer may give to, or accept from, a 
relative or a personal friend, a purely temporary 
loan of a small amount free of interest, or operate 
a credit account with a hona fide tradesman or 
make an advance of pay to his Private employee; 

Provided further that nothing in this suh-mie shall 
apply in respect of any transaction entered into by 
an officer with the previous sanction of the 
Secretary. 

fii') When an officer is appointed or transferred to a post 
of such nature ns would involve him in the breach of anv of 
tho Provisions of sub-rule (21 or sub-rule (4). he shall 
forthwith report the circumstances to the Secretary 
nnv shall thereafter art jn accordance with such order as 
mnv be made bv the Secretary.
